Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1-4, the phrase "locking device" should be change to - A locking 
device - 

Regarding claim 1 , the term "a handle" in line 3, is not clear, whether it is the 
same as "a handle" in line 2. 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, the phrase "characterized in that the" is render the 
claim indefinite form. 

Regarding claim 3, the phrase "characterized in that the a" is render the claim 
indefinite form. 

Regarding claim 4, the term "and/or" is render the claim in alternative form. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lu (5,584,097) in view of Cheng (6,122,800). 

Lu in figures 1-3, discloses a full handle or a locking device for a telescopic stem 
for a trolley, wherein the stem comprises an inner stem (30) connected to a handle (10), 
which may glide within an outer stem (40). The handle has a control at an upper end of 
the inner stem for controlling the locking of the inner stem in relation to the outer stem. 
The handle connected to a rod (32) running through the inner stem. The device also 
includes a toothed friction element (44), which is arranged in the outer stem and the 
inner stem is equipped with a toothed blocking element (54) locking into the friction 
element and preventing movement of the inner stem in relation to the outer stem when 
the blocking element is pressed into the toothed friction element by a conical groove 
(53) of a housing (52) connected to the rod (32) influencing the position of the housing. 
Lu fails to show the locking device in a single telescopic stem. 

Cheng in figures 4-5, teaches a locking device in a single telescopic stem. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the locking device of Lu with the locking device having a single 
telescoping device as taught by Cheng in order to reduce number of part. 
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Regarding claim 2, Lu discloses the friction element, which is arranged on an 
inner area of the outer stem. 

Regarding claim 3, Lu discloses the blocking element, which is arranged on the 
lower side of the stem opposite the friction element. 

Regarding claim 4, Lu discloses the housing or the blocking element that is 
spring-loaded by a spring (31), automatically affecting locking by the friction element. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chg discloses a retractable handle assembly.
